The Primary Registers are those which have to do directly with cases 
filed in Court, and which form a guasi-record of the progress and disposal 
of such cases. The Subsidiary Registers are for administrative purposes, and

Lad — Registers are those which have to do with the receipt and payment of 


3: The classes of Courts in which the different Registers are to be kept up, 
and the periods for which they are to be preserved, are shown in the accompany- 
ing lists, and on the forms themselves. The periods stated therein are to be 
reckoned from the date of the last entry in the Register, and the Court is pleased 
to direct, under Section 2 of Act III of 1879, that, at the expiration of those 
periods, the Registers shall be destroyed.
